Bowles Urges 
U. S. Program 
To Halt 'Bust 

NEW YORK. Feb. 10 (-rKCUestcr 
Bo»lc3. former OPA administrator, 
today proposed on extensive federol 
program which he said "can modify 
to a major extent, the recession 
which qur poat mistakes have made 
Inevitable." 

'During tlic lost few weeks, ... 
told the United Stales Conference 
ot Mayors, "we hove aU witnessed 
what may be the bcElnnlng of the 
second cycle of Uie old dismal cyclo 
of economic boom and busL 

"Tlic prices of groins have drop- 
ped sliarply, and so have Uic prii 
of many securlUea. it la possible, __ 
counc. that the commodity markela 
-ill recover and that confidence 
111 be temporarily restored." 

Cites InftalloQ Danfcr ■ 
Hut, Bowles added: 
"There Is ono fact Umt we must 
all face squarely; We could not 
possibly expect ihot our economy 
could be subjected lo the wholly 
unncccisary InflnUon of the last 
year and a halt without eventually 
paying the piper. 

"Sainetlmo In the hot too distant

WHAT IKE SAID 
Nothins could be more typical of General 
Elsenhower's honesty than hla statement on 
the possibility of wnr with HuMln, made In an 
Informal sp«ch before the National Press 
club two days before his retirement as chief 
of staff. 

In answer to & question, the general said 
■ that the Soviet Union would not deliberately 
provoke war. He probably knew, even as he 
spoke, that there might be some who would 
take that statement out of context and quote 
htm to the country's disadvantage. But he had 
been asked an honest question, and. since his 
knowledge of the answer was certainly su- 
perior to that of most Americans, "he undoubt- 
edly felt he had to give that answer honestly. 

It will be surprising If the opponents of aid 
to Europe, of universal inllltar7 training, of 
an Bdequite armed forced budget- and other 
necessities of national defense, do n<5t try to 
make caplCat of General Elsenhower's cplntcn. 

So it might be well to remember that the 
retired chief of staff said something more. 
He said that Russia Is In no posltlcr. to 
support a global war— and he has a number of 
Ilrst-hand witnesses to bear him out. But he 
also said that no other nation in the world Is 
In a position to support one, either. He was 
obviously speaking of this country. 

General Elsenhower does not think that 
Russia Is going to provoke war. But, as a pro 
fcsslonal soldier, he favors ERP as an excel- 
lent security measure. He urges universal 
military training and believes, even with 
atomic bombs and the "almost transcendent 
position of the air force" in modem war, that 
ground troops will always be necessary. 

The general did not say that the Soviet 
Union Is not preparing for war, or that It 
would not nsort to war If it had the ftrength 
and it present pressure methods do not suc- 
ceed. He did not say what Russia would do If 
capitalism crossed up Soviet predictions by 
falling to collapse. No one can say, and no one 
can dare assume, that there Is no danger 
when thinking ofr our own defense problems. 

The goal of Russia's current five-year plan 
Is to repair war damage and bring the coun- 
try's Industrial potential at least even with 
America's by 1050. Americans who have trav- 
eled In Russia recently doubt that this can be 
done. But that Is the stated goal. 

There Is nothing wrong with the goal In 
Itself. Bat, coupled with the Icremlln's bellig- 
erent attitude. It glve.s no cause for compla- 
cency. It would be a different and far better 
world If It were not necessary to view Russia 
with suspicion. The lives of all of us would be 
happier. But both the history of Lcnln-Stalln 
communism and the day-by-day propaganda 
, from Moscow force the democratic worid to be 
suspicious. 

Our domestic problems today are pressing. 
They must bo solved. But we would be unwise 
to let anyone twist the candid words of a 
great general into an excuse to devote our 
entire thought and energies and resources to 
their solution, at the expense of safeguarding 
freedom.

The demand lor Town 
Hall and Community Concert n 
bcrshlp Isr exceeds the actual n 
bcrs ot tickets available u deter- 
mined by seatlnii space. P^r that 
rea£on many high priced artists are 
kept from Twin Palls. Orchestras, 
opera companies and many dancing 
sroups cannot appear hero because 
tlie stage Is too small. Without 
exception, the performers that come 
to Twin Falls are appoUed a* the 
lack ot faclUUea. 

The predominant Inconvenience of 
Uic small hall Is that Uie entire en- 
rollment ol either the high Khool 
or the Junior hijh cannot meet to- 
gether In one assembly group ex- 
cept In the Bymnaalum.

Gasoline can be saved, and are and engine 
life prolonged, by avoiding unnecessarily 
rapid acceleration. Modern automobiles are 
designed to give quick pick«up and get-away 
— as an extra margin of safety in gctdng out 
of tight places. But there is not much excuse 
for using ^Et5-speed jmt to beat another car 
away from a traffic light. 

When the accelerator 
pedai is depressed, a 
charge of gasoline is 
squirted into the intake 
manifold, just as 
though you had 
squeezed the bulb of an 
atomizer. Incidentally, 
tfiis is wEyTTij a bad" 
habit to "pump" the 
accelerator pedal after startiitg the engine, or 
while waiting for a traffic light co change. 
And on die highway, the driver who fre- 
quendy calls' on the engine for extra burse 
of speed, only to slow down a moment or so 
later, uses a lot more gas than one who main* 
tains a steady cruising speed whenever pos- 
sible. Usually the steady driver will get to his 
desdnation just as soon as the one who drives 
by "fits and starts." 



If it should be necessary to drive over flooded 
pavements or through large or deep puddles, 
you can 'usually avoid "drowning" your 
engine by going slowly enough so that water 
is not splashed up on the radiator. If some 
water does get inside the hood from splashing 
or from a heavy driving rain, and your engine 
should begin to miss or sputter, pull over to 
the side of the rtnd, shift to neutral, and speed 
lip the engine enough to keep it nmning. 
Its beat should dry off the moisture within a 
few minutes, and as soon as it begins to run 
smoothly again you will be able to proceed 
on your way.
